A New Board on the Grandstand; 


The Importance 


BALTIMORE 
The grandstand at Pimlico is orna- 
mented with the names of a great many 
horses. The names of all of the winners 
of the Preakness. of the Dixie Handicap. 
and the Pimlico Futurity are painted on 
large boards and displayed in some splen- 
dor. There are unkind people who say 
that these boards are what holds the Pim- 
lico grandstand together. That isn’t true. 
of course. What holds Pimlico together 
is the devotion—if [ may use a word of 
which I do not entirely approve—of a 
considerable number of men to Mary- 
land’s ancient racing tradition. and a 
willingness to operate at a disadvantage 
if this tradition can be maintained. Per- 
sonally I like this better than a new 
grandstand, though of course [ don’t have 
to sit in the grandstand. 
One of the men to whom the present 
Pimlico owes most is Alfred Vanderbilt, 
who took a certain hill out of the infield 


of Taking Aim 


and a certain parsimony out of the purse 
values. He was president for while. 
though he isn’t now, and he still owns a 
considerable chunk of the stock. He’s had 
some good horses, starting with Discovery 
and Identify. and continuing to the pres- 
ent with Bed o’ Roses. But none of these 
ever managed to get his name on_ the 
grandstand. Though the stable won a good 
many other stakes at Pimlico. it couldn't 
manage one of these three. 


Well, Loser Weeper finally made it. 
with a sustained run around the last 
turn and through the stretch in this year’s 
Dixie. don’t know how people 
arrived, independently. at the same idea, 
“Now there’ll be a Vanderbilt horse with 
his name on the stand.” If [ were Mr. 
Vanderbilt be considerably pleased. 
because though Loser Weeper did his job 
under only 108 pounds. this interest in 
his owner carries scale weight. 


JEWEL. Loser Weeper. of course. is a 
long way from a top horse. Details of his 
record will appear elsewhere in THE 
Bioop-Horse. so there isn’t: much point 
to examining it here. But the Dixie was 
the seventh stakes race he has won, and 
included in this is another prize item. the 
Metropolitan. He's a son of Discovery, 
and so is entitled to mature late. but the 
present Vanderbilt trainer. Bill Winfrey, 
is still able to take some pride in the 
fact that Loser Weeper hadn't won a 
stakes until he got him. There is a con- 
fusion of pronouns here; take your time 
with them. 

A side item of the Dixie victory was a 
reinforcement of an opinion which can 
never be stated too often: there’s no ex- 
cuse except hunger for selling a good 
breodmare unless a man is going out of 
the horse business. Loser Weeper’s dam 
is Outdone. by Pompey. and she earned 
her place in the stud by winning the 
Sagamore Stakes. Of her first four foals 
she has four winners. and three of these 

Miss Disco, Thwarted. and Loser Weep- 
er—have won stakes.

The Withers mile. scheduled this year between 
the Kentucky Derby end the Preakness. drew a 
field of 3-vear-olds that ineluded some Preakness 
nominees. It turned out as inconclusively had 
the Experimentals and the Wood. which produced 
good racing but left the Derby an open question. 
In the Withers. Hill Prince went one up on Mid- 
dleground, which he had beaten in’ the Wood 
Memorial but which beat him in the Derby. There 
was only a Jength and a half between them at 
the end of the Withers, but Hill) Prince was a 
handy winner. and his time was something spe- 
cial.

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STUD FARM CHRONICLE 


Fat Yearlings and Colicky 


Dear Boss: 

My last letter to you included some fig- 
ures which dealt with the length of time 
our mares carried their foals. Your recent 
letter, commenting on the fact that most 
of them were late and asking if this could 
be considered a normal pattern, is at 
hand. 

The only figures L have available cover 
our mares of last year. Last year 2] mares 
foaled on the farm. Four averaged five 
days early, two foaled on the date expect- 
ed, fifteen averaged seven days late. 

I believe these same mares would have 
carried their foals a different length of 
time on any other farm, or under different 
housing conditions, because environment 
seems to be one of the factors. The weath- 
er, too, plays an important part in what 
we can expect. This year our spring has 
been very late. While it has not been se- 
verely cold. it has been rainy and chilly. 
The horses seem to be quite late in shed- 
ding their winter hair. and have not had 
the same amount of sunshine that is usual 
at this period of the year. 

With the Derby being run this week- 
end, the town is full of pre-race visitors. 
Many of them are visiting the various 
farms and looking at the various horses. 
Some of this “looking” is being done by 
eastern trainers who will shortly be buy- 
ing yearlings at the summer auction sales. 
both at Keeneland and at Saratoga. The 
first week in May is about the last time 
that most of these trainers will) get an 
opportunity to see what the yearling really 
looks like. After that time it is probable 
that the yearling will be stall-fed to a 
condition of fatness. kept out of the sun. 
and have his feet shaped up. 

This excess weight is bad for two rea- 
sons: It prevents your seeing what kind 
of a skeleton an animal has. and it also 
presents a problem, in its removal. to the 
man who has to break and train him, 


In listening to trainers around a sales 
ring. one is always sure to hear com- 
plaints about fat yearlings. On the facts. 
it is probably a justifiable complaint. 
However. yearlings that are not fat and 
do not have a high gloss to their coats do 
not realize the high dollar at any auction 
in the country. Trainers may protest about 
fat yearlings. but they do not buy skinny 
yearlings. The few people who have. at- 
tempted sell) horses) without excess 
weight in the sales ring have met with 
disastrous failure. Neither the owners nor 
the horsemen get very high on them. 


COLIC. One of the most common Thor- 
oughbred ailments is colic. To many. it 
is one of the most dread. Particularly at 
this time of year it is something that all 
farm managers fear. 

Mares that are within a few days of 
foaling and that are subject to an attack 
of colic are a source of constant worry. 
A mare heavy in foal, rolling about in an 
attempt to relieve herself of the colic 
pains. will do one of two things: She will 
either place the foal in an almost unde- 
liverable position. or cause its death 
through rupture of the umbilical cord, 
Even if neither of these catastrophies oc- 
curs. a severe dose of colic will often in- 
duce a mare to foal ahead of time. Due 
to the pain involved. she will begin  foal- 
ing before she is in milk or before she 
is sufficiently relaxed. Either of these 
possibilities means trouble. The mare will 
usually come around to its milk. but it 
is an extra amount of work during an 
unusually hard season. The fact that they 
are foaling a few days early means that 
delivery will be harder. due to the mare's 
not being relaxed, and she may bruise 
or tear and consequently be more difficult 
to get in foal. 


SYMPATHY. We have two very good 
broodmares. both about 13 years old. and 


ares 


both excellent winners on the race track 
a decade ago. One of these mares is blind. 
The other is her guardian and keeper. She 
protects her at all times. and indeed it is 
unsafe for a stranger to approach the 
blind mare in their paddock. For several 
years these mares. by chance or by some 
strange influence that we do not under- 
stand, have always managed to foal to- 
gether. The blind mare’s foal has a_ bell 
on it. The two mares and their foals have 
a paddock to themselves. The mare who 
can see takes cares of both foals. as well 
as of her blind friend. These four ani- 
mals have feed tubs fastened to the fence. 
Last year I watched the guardian mare 
chase her own foal away from the blind 
mare’s feed bucket. 

The attachment of these two mares for 
each other is a very unusual thing. 

Two nights ago the guardian mare be- 
came restless and was about to foal. She 
carried on for several hours. and in the 
meantime her blind) companion. in the 
stall next to her, became very nervous. 
This nervousness. displayed by circling 
her stall at a rapid rate, was accompanied 
by a case of colic. We tried to keep her 
quiet. but it was almost impossible to do 
so. Sedatives administered by our veteri- 
narian were apparently too late. The mare 
foaled about 10 days early, and as a re- 
sult no milk was awaiting the foal. This 
meant that we had to pay particular care 
to the foal’s bowel action. We also had 
to feed it out of a bottle. and had to take 
care of the mare’s udder. We massaged it 
several times a day. using an oil so as 
not to make the skin tender. We applied 
hot towels before, during. and after the 
massages. A patent medicine. which is ef- 
fective in increasing milk supply. was 
also used. By today she had begun to 
give milk in sufficient quantity for us te

ease off the amount we are feeding the 
foal by bottle. 


SCOURS. T get an occasional letter ask- 
ing me about our treatment of foals that 
scour. The answer is almost always the 
same: Get hold of your veterinarian at 
once. 

Prolonged scouring results avery 
great degree of dehydration on the part 
of the foal. This is very dangerous and 
should not be treated by rule-of-thumb 
methods. The bill for the veterinarian’s 
visit is much less expensive than losing 
a foal. 

In general there are two kinds of scours, 
The first is usually referred to as “nine- 
day scours” and is seldom serious. About 
nine days after birth, foals will start to

scour. This is brought about by some 
chemical change in the dam’s milk. the 
change being induced by estrus. These 
scours seldom last long, and only occa- 
sionally require medication. The usual at- 
tack ends when the mare goes out of 
estrum. All that is required is some Ivory 
soap and some good scrubbing on the 
foal’s rear. and some Vaseline. 

The second type of scours is usually 
a result of a bacteriological infection. 
Homemade remedies or poor diagnosis 
will almost always be extremely costly in 
this type of case. There is a reason for 
the infection that requires medical atten- 
tion. Many of the bismuth compounds will 
dry up the fluid discharge. but the real 
infection is today usually cured by a drug 
such as Sulmet (Sulfamethazine ).

TROPICAL PARK SOLD 
Alfred O. Hoyt and Nathan E. Herzfeld, 


New York businessmen. have bought the 
Tropical Park track at Coral Gables, Fla. 
for a reported $1,200,000. The track, 
which opened in 1931, was owned by the 
Gables Racing Association, Inc. Officers 
included A. Charles Schwartz, Gurnee 
Munn, and H. B. Swope. 

The new owners are connected with the 
Algam Corporation, which owns the for- 
mer Empire City race track at New York, 
now operated as a harness oval. Mr. Herz- 
feld also is in the insurance business, and 
Mr. Hoyt is president of Stephen Rug 
Mills. The men declined to comment on 
the possibility that Tropical Park might 
be converted to a harness track.

examined himself carefully in a mirror 
and then looked again. It was true. the 
first time. On the Maryland home grounds, 
an investigation was instituted. 

Maryland Day was bred and is owned 
by Dr. C. H. Scheid. of Reisterstown, who 
used to ride his dam. Dorothy L.. in 
horse shows. and the colt. by Swing and 
Sway. constitutes a one-horse stable. He 
was trained by George Mohr. He has a 
good deal of speed. and last year he man- 
aged to win a race at Pimlico, but he did 
swmething or other and he was disquali- 
fied. This year. on May 9. he won a maid- 
en race at Garden State Park by seven 
lengths. and was allowed to keep it. 

“Fine.” said his owner. “Put him in 
the Withers.” 

The trainer not unnaturally thought he 
was being kidded, and did nothing about 
it. but the owner was serious. Eventually 
it got to an argument—friendly as far as 
| know—and since Mohr wouldn't send 
Maryland Day after the Withers, Mary- 
land Day got another trainer. Nominally 
i's Janon Fisher. though the comment 
was made Saturday that Maryland Day 
was the only Withers starter who had 
never seen his trainer. Maryland Day. 
after some early foot. ran last. 

This story isn’t told in derision of Dr. 
Scheid. but as an illustration of the vault- 


ing hope which keeps smaller owners in 
the horse business. In fact. the sentiment 
here is. fundamentally. applause. Dr. 
Scheid gave it a brave try. and the num- 
ber of people who would put up a $250 
starting fee for a shot at Middleground 
and Hill Prince must be sharply limited. 
Maryland Day gave it a brave try. too, 
and for a half-mile he was in front. They 
both got beat. but they weren't scared. 


MORE HOPE. There was a little of 
this at Pimlico on Saturday. too. with 
respect to a colt named Magna Charta. 
He is owned. it says in the program. by 
Beverly Broun. who formerly was chair- 
man of the West Virginia State Racing 
Commission. It does not say on the pro- 
gram. but Bryan Field. former racing 
writer for the New York Times, and pres- 
ently general manager of Delaware Park. 
has a half-interest in Magna Charta. 

It is hard to see how a former news- 
paperman was persuaded to do this. but 
Field was persuaded to put up half of 
the starting fee (his half was $250) to 
put Magna Charta in the Dixie. He 
didn’t seem to have much of a chance. 
and in fact he was never very close up. 

These. unfortunately. are the stories of 
two attempts which failed. But some of 
the best stories in racing are of similarly 
hopeless attempts which amazingly came 
off. There was never any very sane rea- 
son, for instance. for the Bosley family 
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to start training Chase Me for racing. 
Still. his story is one of the grand ro- 
mances of recent years. 

As John Gaver remarked, after The 
Rhymer had won the Widener Handicap, 
“You can’t hit the moon if you don't 
shoot at it.” 


TROTSEK WEEK 

Trainer Harry Trotsek was unable to 
win the Kentucky Derby with Oil Capitol. 
but the week after the Derby might well 
have been called Trotsek Week at the 
Louisville track. On Monday two track 
records fell before Trotsek-trained horses, 
The first race. five furlongs. was won by 
Mrs. Trotsek’s 2-year-old Robust in new 
record time of :58°5,. two-fifths faster than 
Yankee Notions’ record of 1912. In the 
fifth race he saddled Ray Ankenbauer’s 
Porter's Broom, which lowered Bewitch’s 
six-furlong record by a fifth of a second. 
Porter's Broom’s time was 1:1014. 

On Wednesday. Mr. Troksek scored an- 
other double. with his wife’s Hilda. and 
with A. E. Reuben’s Inseparable. On 
Thursday. he saddled Chippewa Chief, 
winner of the second race. 

Robust was the favorite for the Bash- 
ford Manor Stakes on Saturday. but was 
second to Elite Stud Farm’s King’s Hope. 
Mr. Trotsek’s total for the week: two 
track records. five wins. and first monies 
totaling $7.410.

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NATB Makes 
Taxation Study 


As part of its service to the horse rac- 
ing industry. the National Association of 
Thoroughbred Breeders has undertaken 
a study of pari-mutuel taxation. Like oth- 
er segments of the running horse business. 
the NATB is aware of a tendency by lo- 
cal and state governments to bear down 
on racing as a source of easy tax money. 

That too-heavy taxation on racing leads 
to a decline in betting is generally accept- 
ed. But the race tracks themselves have 
been discreet. if not downright timid. in 
their protests to tax-imposing bodies. pos- 
sibly because they think that their busi- 
ness represents a special privilege in that 
it is legalized gambling. and they had 
better not attract too much notice. 

But the NATB believes that the squeak- 
ing wheel gets the most grease. and the 
breeders are beginning to  bestir them- 
selves about taxation. They feel that they 
have a legitimate right to protest about 
the slices taken from the racing pie by the 
tax collector. Because if the tracks become 
less able to maintain a reasonable purse 
schedule. as a result of a heavy tax load. 
then Thoroughbred will become 
worth less money. and that directly af- 
fects the breeder. 

It is the NATB theory that racegoers 
will not stand up under a lopsided tax 
burden. There are too many other games. 
They can go to the ball park. the lake. 
the golf links. the fishing dock. or other 
places. and not be bitten eight times a 
day. as they are at the track.

But most of the thought and discussion 
about racing and taxation has been aca- 
demic. Few 
thoughts loud 


have voiced their 
enough to be heard by 
legislators. and few have tried to let the 
public know how much it is paying for 
its afternoon at the races. To fill these 
voids. the NATB has just published the 
results of a survey financed by its mem- 
bers. It is called The Relationship be- 
tween Mutuel Taxes and Wagering Vol- 
ume.

Schedule T of the study takes up three 
groups of tracks. The first) group  in- 
cludes New York and Florida. designated 
high-tax states. The figures show ‘that 
from 1945 through 1949. there was a 47 
per cent decline in betting at the New 
York tracks. This was accompanied by an 
increase pari-mutuel taxation. from 
10°, per cent to 15%, per cent. Florida 
betting declined by 19 per cent under a 
steady takeout of 15°4 per cent.( Actually. 
it is not correct to refer to the total de- 
ductions from pari-mutuel pools as “taxa- 
tion,” because part of the money is kept 
by the race track.)

formerly. but is betting less money at the 
races. The NATB concludes that he is be- 
coming of paying too much for 
the privilege of betting. and is diverting

more of his surplus money to other ends. 

The NATB study will make good pub- 
licity material. if the newspapers care to 
pick it up. and will provide data to be 
used before legislative groups that) may 
be planning increased taxes on betting. 

There probably is no doubt that high 
taxation dampens horseplayer’s en- 
thusiasm. And high taxes certainly hamp- 
er his ability to bet. But it is difficult 
to state categorically that a certain tax 
increase produced certain betting de- 
crease. There are other factors in opera- 
tion besides taxation alone. 


For instance. 1945 is used as the base 
year in the NATB study. There was a lot 
of money around then, and few things to 
buy with it. Four years later a man had 
more places to put his surplus cash. He 
could travel. he could buy a new auto. 
mobile. a new house, new clothes. new 
gadgets. He didn’t necessarily have to bet 
it at the races. And the psychology en. 
gendered by war had waned. People had 
dropped their here-today-gone-tomorrow 
attitude. These things must be considered 
before the whole rap about declining mu- 
tuel play is pinned on taxation. (There 
has been no tax increase in California, 
for instance. but there has been a 29 per 
cent drop in betting. And the matter of 
attendance—a_ significant index to the 
public’s interest in racing—should be con. 
sidered. According to the American Rac- 
ing Manual, the attendance for 1949 (18.. 
783.338) was only about 3 per cent under 
the 1945 figures (19.422.395). The Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners reported an attendance of 20-- 
101.087 for 1949. with Maryland. Ohio. 
South Dakota, and West Virginia still to 
be heard from.) 


But the NATB has made a fine begin- 
ning. and it can be hoped that other 
groups within racing will perk up and 
get something done. 


The National Association of Thorough- 
bred Breeders is made up of ten. state 
and local organizations. The statistical 
work in conection with the brochure was 
done by E. Ellis Sutton, a public ae- 
countant of Lexington.

two weeks later she was fifth in the Lafayette 
Stakes, behind Mals Boy, Dydamic, and Flymanita 
(ate 2nd in the Churchill Downs Debutante 
Stakes). 

In the Fashion Stakes, Remove was ridden by 
Bill Boland, a graduating apprentice who had en- 
joyed a successful week-end. He rode Ari’s Mona 
in the Kentucky Oaks, on May 5, and Middle- 
ground in the Kentucky Derby on May 6. The 
total: three stakes winners in five days.

STUD NEWS 


Ernst Farm Gets 
Hewitt Horses 


The purchase by the Ernst Farm, of 
Lexington. of the Thoroughbred breeding 
and racing stock owned by Abram §, 
Hewitt was announced this week. The dis. 
closure was made by Tinkham Veale 2nd, 
of Cleveland. owner of the Ernst Farm. 


More than 75 horses are involved in the 
sale. according to L. P. Doherty. manager 
of the Ernst place. There are 26 brood- 
mares and their foals of 1950. 16  year- 
lings. 19 horses-in-training. and shares in 
the stallions Some Chance and Phalanx. 
which Mr. Hewitt owned in partnership. 
and the outright ownership of the Irish- 
bred stallion *Rustom Sirdar, of which 
Mr. Hewitt was the sole proprietor. Some 
Chance was the second leading sire last 
year among young stallions with only two 
crops to race. He stands at Claiborne 
Stud, Paris. and is owned in partnership 
with A. B. Hancock. Phalanx. winner of 
the Belmont Stakes and other races. is 
owned in partnership with C. V. Whitney. 
and stands at the Whitney farm, Lexing- 
ton. *Rustom Sirdar. a son of Nearco, is 
at Mr. Hewitt’s Montana Hall, at White 
Post. Va. He probably will be moved to 
Kentucky for the 1951 breeding season. 

Among the horses-in-training is the 3- 
year-old Cornwall. winner in 1949 of the 
Richard Johnson and Garden State Stakes. 
The broodmares include Jacola. dam of 
Phalanx: *Miss Grillette. *Miss Alesia. 
Hilena, Charlotte Girl. Meggy. and Count. 
ess Wise. among others. 

Within the last four years, horses bred 
by Mr. Hewitt have won about $114 mil- 
lion. Phalanx. Prefeet. Cornwall. Royal 
Governor. and Some Gal are among the 
stakes winners bred by him. In his breed- 
ing operations he stressed the racing class 
of the broodmare. At present he is con- 
nected with the Federal government. but 
is contemplating resuming the practice of 
law at New York. 

Mr. Veale is a son-in-law of the late 
A.C. Ernst. of Cleveland. After the death 
of Mr. Ernst in 1948, he bought the Thor- 
oughbred horse interests of the other heirs. 
and has continued the operation of the 
farm at Lexington. The Ernst place is part 
of the original Idle Hour Farm, owned 
by the late Col. E. R. Bradley. It was 
bought by Mr. Ernst in 1937. Its breeding 
operations have been small, but it has 
been a successful producer of race horses. 


At Ease 


The Calumet Farm Stable’s Coaltown 
is at the farm, at Lexington, for a_re- 
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spite from racing. Manager Paul Ebel- 
hardt reports that the fast son of Bull 
Lea--Easy Lass. by *Blenheim 2nd. was 
temporarily retired from racing in order 
to rest him up after some hard cam- 
paigning. He is being turned out twice 
daliy. and will not be under saddle again 
until about mid-August. Then he will be 
taken up and = prepared for racing in 
Florida next winter, 


Johnstown Dies 


Johnstown. Belair Stud’s sire of winners 
of more than $1.250.000. died of a cere- 
bral hemorrhage in his stall at Arthur B. 
Hancock’s Claiborne Stud. Paris. on the 
morning of May 14. The 14-year-old stal- 
lio had just been returned to the barn 
after being bred to his 17th mare of the 
season. He was in apparent good health, 
A. B. Haneock Jr.. said. and was eating 
just before he died. Johnstown was buried 
in the Claiborne cemetery. where his ma- 
ternal grandsire. *Sir Gallahad 3rd. is 
buried. 

William Woodward. owner of Belair 
Stud. sold Johnstown’s dam. the unraced 
La Franee, to Mr. Hancock in the fall of 
1933. Four years later he bought her 
yearling colt) by Jamestown, This was 
Johnstown. the meantime. Mr. Han- 
cock’s first mating of La Franee had pro- 
duced the stakes-winning Jacola. best filly 
of her year. and later dam of Phalanx. 


Johnstown did all his racing under the 
Belair colors. He won the Babylon and 
Remsen Handicaps. the Junior Cham- 
pion Stakes. and the Breeders’ Futurity at 
two. The following vear he won two of 
the Triple Crown races, and a number of 
other stakes. His wins included the Ken- 
tucky Derby. Belmont. Withers. Dwyer. 
and Wood Memorial Stakes. and the Pau- 
monok Handicap. In an overnight race at 
Jamaica, he set a new track record of 
1:4045 for a mile and 70 yards. 


He was retired to stud at Claiborne 
Farm in 1940, and in his first crop got 
the filly Mrs. Ames, winner of the Fash- 
ion, National Stallion. and Astoria Stakes. 
From his first six crops came the stakes 
winners Flood Town. First Page. Repand. 
Gee Whiz. and Acoma. A sire with a repu- 
tation for getting consistent winners. 
Johnstown was fourth in point of number 
of races won among North American sires 
in 1949. His progeny won 150 races last 
year. His most successful year in point of 
money won was 1948, when his get earned 
$308.225. His stakes winners of 1948 were 
Acoma, Repand, Whirltown. and the 
steeplechaser Jordan.
